Plans for police 
briefings ‘crazy’ 
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PROPOSALS for 
police officers from 
Newmarket to get 
their daily briefings 
10 miles away in 
Mildenhall have been 
labelled a “waste of 
time” and “crazy” by 
councillors. 

Suffolk Police Authority 
has carried out an 
“extensive review” called 
Project Response. 

One of the main changes is 
to slash the number of bases 
where response officers are 
briefed at the start of their 
shift from 23, including 
Newmarket, to just nine. 

Response officers are 
currently briefed at bases 
including Haverhill and it 
was thought it might lose its 
status. 

But it appears as if 
Haverhill’s gain is 
Newmarket’s loss as 
Mildenhall, Haverhill and 
Bury St Edmunds are 
proposed briefing bases in 
west Suffolk. 

The authority said the 
changes will only affect 
response officers and not the 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams. 
The changes are due to come 
into force next spring. 
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A progress report before 
the authority on Friday said 
that once officers are briefed, 
they will deploy to a 
predetermined beat and not 
usually return to their 
briefing base until the end of 
their shift. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Gary Kitching said: “In order 
to ensure that all response 
officers and vehicles are used 
to maximum effect it has 
been agreed that the 
response teams will be 
briefed from nine briefing 
locations around the county. 

“Following in-depth 
analysis on where the 
greatest demand is, the 
following strategic locations 
have been chosen 
Mildenhall, Bury St 
Edmunds, Haverhill, 
Sudbury, Stowmarket, 
Ipswich, Woodbridge, 
Halesworth and Lowestoft.” 

The report said the most 
important determining 
factor in deciding on the 
location of each response 
base was the ease of access 
to surrounding areas which 
was then balanced with 
demand.

It said: “Mildenhall and 
Haverhill have been selected 
because of their ease of 
accessibility to surrounding 
areas and their existing 
availability of suitable 
accommodation.” 

And it added: “Effective 
central management of 
assigned beats, annual leave, 
refreshment breaks and other 
abstractions, will ensure the 
right staff are on duty, in the 
right place, and at the right 
time.” 

Former mayor Cllr Bill Burch 
said: “I think it is a waste of 
time. They will be moving 
between Newmarket and 
Mildenhall just to be told what 
to do. 

“They could be patrolling the 
streets of Newmarket and 
doing their job.” 

Town and district councillor 
Cllr Warwick Hirst said: “It’s a 
crazy time to make a change 
like that for Newmarket. 

“We’ve seen crime figures in 
Newmarket are going down 
and the night-time economy is 
under control. I am against 
this.” 

The authority said there are 
no plans to close police 
stations. 

Mr Kitching said: “The 23 
bases currently used by 
response officers will remain in 
place as they are also Safer 
Neighbourhood Team offices. 

“We will not be looking to re¬ 
organise the structure of the 
Safer Neighbourhood Teams 
that are key to our policing of 
communities countywide.” 


Bats launch 
events at fen 

BATS and dragonflies will take 
centre stage at a busy weekend 
of events at an RSPB nature 
reserve. 

Lakenheath Fen is holding a 
bat night from 8.30pm to 10pm 
tomorrow. There are 17 species 
of bat in the UK and four can be 
found in the reserve. 

Rebecca Pitman, information 
officer at Lakenheath Fen said: 
“Bats are often misunderstood 
animals and some people are 
even frightened of them. 

“But these fascinating flying 
mammals are nothing to be 
afraid of and should be 
appreciated as an important 
part of our natural environ¬ 
ment.” 

On Saturday, The Long Walk 
will be a guided walk from 
9.30am to 3pm led by site 
manager Norman Sills. It will be 
an “access all areas” opportunity 
to investigate the reserve. 

Dr Pam Taylor, president of 
the British Dragonfly Society, 
will be leading a workshop 
entitled Dragonflies, butterflies 
and other wildlife on Sunday 
from noon until 2.30 pm. 

Some of the 11 species of 
dragonfly and damselfly which 
inhabit Lakenheath Fen include 
the Emperor dragonfly, four- 
spotted chaser, banded 
demoiselle and scarce chaser.

Officers go to market 


POLICE officers went to market in a 
bid to meet more members of the 
public. 

Officers from Newmarket Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT) will have 
a stall at the town’s Saturday market 
on alternate weeks from 10am to 
2pm. 

The scheme got under way on 
Saturday when officers were joined 
by the town’s mayor, Cllr Jane Bailey. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of Newmarket 
SNT, said: “The market is located 
between Wellington Street and The 
Guineas shopping centre which is a 
prime location to meet members of 
the public. 

“The basis of Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams is engaging 
with the local community to find out 
potential problems and resolve them 


with help from partners.” 

At the stall, police are offering 
crime prevention advice, leaflets and 
details of how to contact the SNT. 
They will also be encouraging 
partner organisations to join them on 
the stall. 

They reported a steady stream of 
people coming to talk with them on 
Saturday for the first session. 

Sgt Shipton said: “We are very 
keen to meet members of the public 
and hear about their concerns. So 
please come along and speak to us 
as we would like to hear from you.”

Severals parking 
plan Is approved 


PLANS for a new car 
park for owners and 
trainers on the Severals 
in Newmarket have 
been given the green 
light by town coun¬ 
cillors. 

The proposals for the car 
park are at an early stage but 
it would be located in a 
corner of the green space 
adjacent to the Bury Road 
crossings. 

Trainers and owners 
currently park close to the 
Severals’ trotting rings to 
watch their horses warm up 
and then guide them safely 
across Bury Road. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher told 
Monday night’s meeting of 
the full Newmarket Town 
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Council that parking on the 
roadside verges incon¬ 
venienced pedestrians and 
made the area look 
unsightly. 

And he said police had 
issued tickets to illegally 
parked vehicles that had 
obstructed the footpath. 

The meeting heard that all 
the costs associated with the 
car park, measuring 34 
metres by 13 metres, would 
be borne by fockey Club 
Estates. 

The car park would 
operate from 6am to 1pm 
seven days a week and keys 
to the entrance would be 
controlled by Jockey Club 


Estates. 

Cllr Fletcher said: “Forest 
Heath District Council has 
confirmed that full planning 
permission should be 
sought. It is up to the Jockey 
Club to apply for per¬ 
mission. 

“This will give us a long¬ 
term solution to this 
problem.” 

He said plastic meshing 
would be put down and the 
area would be re-seeded at a 
“substantial cost” to Jockey 
Club Estates. He said he 
wanted signs in the car park 
to clearly display who could 
use it and when. 

Cllr Bill Burch said some 
of the land that would be 
used for the car park was 
owned by the town council. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said 


that land would remain in 
council ownership as the car 
park development was a 
joint proposal with Jockey 
Club Estates. 

Cllr Robin Millar proposed 
a trial period for the car park 
to assess its performance. 

The council agreed to 
back the proposal and 
further negotiations will take 
place with Jockey Club 
Estates. 

William Gittus, managing 
director of Jockey Club 
Estates, said: “It is a proposal 
we put forward to the town 
council to a problem we face 
as a community. 

“I am glad that this was 
accepted by the council and 
we will be progressing the 
matter through the planning 
process.” 


Boot up for a 
host of walks 

FOREST Heath residents are 
being urged to pull on their 
walking boots for free health 
walks around the district. 

Following the widespread 
publicity surrounding former 
jockey Richard Dunwoody’s 
1,000-mile charity walk in 
Newmarket, health chiefs are 
hoping to entice more people 
to get active. 

The health walks are local, 
guided walks, slightly faster 
than a stroll to get your heart 
beating a little faster. The free 
walks range from beginner 
level to advanced. 

Newmarket Leisure Centre is 
the starting point for the first 
walk on Tuesday at 10am and 
will cover 1.5 miles of easy 
walking. Free parking is 
available. 

Other walks are set to follow 
and the venues include 
Mildenhall on Monday, August 
10, Dalham on Monday, 
August 24, and Ashley on 
Tuesday, September 15. 

Leisa Bright, health walks 
co-ordinator, said: “We want as 
many people as possible to 
come along and take part, no 
matter what their ability. 

“We are a friendly bunch 
and will make everyone 
welcome. A trained walks 
leader will be at the front and 
back of every group so no one 
will get left behind.” 

There is no need to book in 
advance but participants must 
fill a simple health 
questionnaire and are advised 
to arrive 15 minutes before the 
start.

George’s girl at 
top autumn sale

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THE only yearling in 
the world sired by 
the ill-fated champ¬ 
ion George Wash¬ 
ington will go on sale 
in Newmarket in the 
autumn. 

The bay filly, foaled on 
February 4 last year, is to 
be offered for sale at Book 
1 of the Tattersalls 
October Yearling Sale 
which takes place on 
Tuesday to Thursday, 
October 6 to 8. 

The filly, out of the 
Group winner-producing 
Rainbow Quest mare 
Flawlessly, will be 
consigned to Europe’s 
premier yearling sale from 
Gerry and Patricia Burke’s 
Glidawn Stud. 

She was the highest- 
priced foal sold in Ireland 
last year, is a half-sister to 
the French Group 3 
winner Ombre Legere, 
herself already the dam of 
the 2009 Japanese Group 
winner and Classic placed 
Germinal. 

A classic winner and a 
champion at the age of 
two and three, George 
Washington won four 
Group J races in his 
illustrious career 

including the 2,000 
Guineas, the National 
Stakes and the Phoenix 
Stakes. 

But his stud career was 


prematurely curtailed by 
chronic infertility. 

The son of Danehill’s 
only legacy is the filly out 
of Flawlessly and her 
appearance at Tattersalls 
will be eagerly awaited. 

Commenting on the 
filly, Tattersalls chairman 
Edmond Mahony said: 
“She is an outstanding 
physical specimen and of 
course she is unique.

CANCER survivor Sally 
Harrison went "on-line" to 
promote donations to 
Newmarket’s Cancer 
Research UK shop by 
stringing up a washing line. 

Sally pegged out some 
unwanted clothes to help 
inspire people to root through 
their wardrobes for good 
quality items to donate for 
sale. 

The 50-year-old said: "By 
letting it all hang out I’m 
taking a fun approach to 
illustrating what this shop 
urgently needs - clean, good- 
quality clothes and 
accessories. 

"Everyone has something 
tucked at the back of the 
wardrobe they haven’t worn 


for years or a pair of shoes 
that don’t match anything 
they own. I know, I’m a 
culprit." 

Sally, from Burwell, was 
diagnosed with carcinoid 
syndrome in 1994. 

She said: "I tried 
alternative remedies for 
about a year but saw a 
different GP when the 
symptoms didn’t get any 
better. 

"Luckily she recognised the 
symptoms and referred me to 
Addenbrooke’s in Cambridge 
where I was diagnosed." 

She was initially treated at 
London’s Hammersmith 
Hospital and had four liver 
operations and her gall 
bladder removed.

She later underwent 
further surgery at Papworth 
Hospital to replace heart 
valves. 

Sally said: "I have had a 
rough time but everything is 
fairly settled at the moment.

Alert as firms 
are targeted 
by conmen 

BUSINESSES are being warned about 
cold callers demanding money. 


CAMPAIGNERS want 
a judicial review of the 
decision to grant 
planning permission 
for a new hotel in 
Newmarket. 

A planning inspector 
overruled councillors who 
had rejected the plans by 
London-based developer 
Reef Estates for a 75-bed 
Premier Inn at a busy 
junction in the town. 

But the Save Historic 
Newmarket action group, 
set up to protect the town’s 
horseracing heritage, is 
taking legal advice to 
decide whether to press 
ahead with a judicial 
review. 

The group’s Rachel Hood 
said: “We are taking advice 
in relation to a judicial 
review. It is a building that 
is so out of keeping with 
historic Newmarket that it 
is unacceptable.”

Forest Heath District 
Council had rejected the 
plans for the site, at the 
junction of Fred Archer Way 
and Fordham Road, 
opposite the Waitrose store. 

But planning inspector 
fanet Cheesley overruled 
that decision and awarded 
costs against the council 
which are expected to run 
to several thousand 
pounds. 

Ms Hood, whose 
husband is trainer fohn 
Gosden, said the group had 
favoured a public inquiry 
into the development 
rather than have a planning 
inspector make the 
decision. 

She said the grounds of 
the appeal had been 
narrowed by the council 
and that one of the reasons

councillors had originally 
rejected the building was 
because it was “a 
monstrosity.” 

Save Historic Newmarket 
has three months in which 
to decide whether to 
proceed towards a judicial 
review. The district council 


declined to comment on a 
possible review. 

The plans for the site at 
Newmarket’s Technical 
Institute were also opposed 
by racehorse trainers. They 
expressed concerns that 
extra traffic would disturb 
horses which cross the 
Fordham Road on their way 
to the exercise gallops. 

Local hoteliers also 
opposed the scheme, say¬ 
ing there are already 
enough hotel rooms in 
Newmarket. 

Mrs Cheesley said she did 
not think the new hotel 
would have a “materially 
significant effect” on traffic 
and parking. 

And she said she found 
no adverse effect on 
highway safety and that the 
proposal poses no 
unacceptable risk to horses, 
riders and drivers. 


Concerns have been raised after 
Suffolk Trading Standards received a 
number of calls from businesses 
saying they have received demands 
for money for advertising they had 
not purchased. 

Some are getting calls explaining 
payment is now due while others are 
receiving invoices through the post. 

Nousha Meek, principal trading 
standards officer, said: “Scammers 
don’t just try to trick individuals in 
their own homes, they’re getting 
more advanced and tactful in the 
ways they use to con people out of 
their money. 

“The advice is to always check 
where your money is going - once it 
has gone it may be very difficult to get 
back. 

“Only pay an invoice when you are 
sure you have received the goods or 
service and if you are in any doubt 
about an organisation, contact 
Trading Standards.”

The council has been looking at 
ways to be more environmentally 
friendly and the newly- 
refurbished Mildenhall offices 
contain water-efficient toilets. 
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Worries over 
flu centres 


JUST four Tamiflu 
distribution centres 
are being set up for 
the whole of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Not one is located in a 
city centre or to the south 
of Cambridge. 

People will have to travel 
to Chesterton in Cam¬ 
bridge, Huntingdon, 
Soham or Wisbech to get 
the anti-viral drug for loved 
ones or friends who are 
struck down with swine flu. 

The decision to open 
distribution centres, which 
will not be manned by 
medical staff, instead of 
distributing Tamiflu 
through pharmacies has 
been slammed by residents 
and councillors. 

There are worries about 
how those who are dis¬ 
abled or lack transport will 
get the drug. 

The drug is being dis¬ 
pensed from pharmacies 
in some neighbouring 
counties, meaning it is 
available from 17 points in 
Suffolk. Norfolk has 32, 
Hertfordshire three, Essex 
five and Bedfordshire two. 

But health bosses have

insisted Cambridgeshire’s 
four collection points are 
sufficient. 

Geoffrey Heathcock, 
Cambridgeshire Liberal 
Democrat’s health spokes¬ 
man, said each area 
should have “at least” two 
centres and residents had 
raised concerns about 
travel from Queen Edith’s 
to Chesterton for those 
who can’t drive. From the 
south of the city it’s not 
easy, or from the west of 
the city.” 

Robert Boorman, treas¬ 
urer of Cambridgeshire 
Older People’s Enterprise, 
shared concerns about 
transport issues. 

He said: “It seems to me 
that four is too few. What 
about delivering it to 
people, is that not beyond 
reason? I think they 
should use existing 
services - what about 
using libraries to dis¬ 
tribute it for instance?” 

The Soham collection 
point was criticised by 68- 
year-old Arthur Cutter, 


from Ely, who is part 
paraplegic. 

He said: “How on earth 
are the elderly and the 
disabled meant to trek out 
to Soham if they live in Ely, 
Littleport or any of the 
surrounding villages? This 
is a miserable, pointless 
failure.” 

Dr Liz Robin, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s director of 
public health, said: “We 
have gone for a dedicated 
collection point model 
because it is more 
sustainable as the number 
of flu cases increases, but 
we have got contingency 
plans to increase the 
geographical spread if the 
number of people needing 
them increases.” 

Dr Robin said the four 
existing antiviral points 
were in accessible places. 
They are at the North 
Cambridgeshire Hospital 
in Wisbech, Chesterton 
Medical Centre, the Oak 
Tree Centre in Hunting¬ 
don, and Soham Health 
Centre.

Jack returns for 
tunnel milestone

PRIDE of place at the 75th 
anniversary celebrations of the 
opening of one of the Mersey 
tunnels went to a sprightly 95- 
year-old who helped build it. 

Jack Green was just 15 when he 
became one of thousands of 
workers on the project which ran 
from 1928 to 1933 and cost a total 
of £7 million - and cost 17 men 
their lives. 

He was invited to Liverpool to 
the celebrations to mark 75 years 
since the Queensway Tunnel, also 
known as the Birkenhead Mersey 
Tunnel, was officially opened on 
luly 18,1934 by King George V 

The crowd that day was 
estimated at 200,000 and around 
15,000 took part in a charity walk 
this year through the tunnel on 
Sunday, luly 19, to mark the 75th 
anniversary. 

But Mr Green, of St Peter’s 
Avenue, Moulton, travelled in style 
in a vintage car through the tunnel 
he helped build, after the event’s 
organisers had got in contact with 
him through his daughter loan. 

He said: “They were excited to 
find somebody who had worked 


on the tunnel and I was the 
proudest man alive. 

“At the age of 151 started work in 
the tunnel as a labourer and I 
worked there for three years. It was 
hard work. Everything was done by 
hand, there was no machinery. 

“My father fim was clerk of 
works. When I left, I told my dad:

‘That’s the last tunnel I’m going to 
work in.’” 

The main road tunnel is more 
than two miles long with a 
diameter of 44ft. At the time it was 
the largest underwater road tunnel 
ever built and 1,200,000 tons of 
rock were excavated. 

Mr Green recalls how rock was 
blasted away by men known as 
“powder monkeys” who set 
explosive charges, or excavated 
with jackhammers, and said 
workers endured difficult 
conditions in compressed air 
under water. 

True to his word, he did not 
return underground but instead 
moved into the garage trade in 
Kentford after the Second World 
War. He has been living in Moulton 
for the past 32 years. 

Merseytravel chairman Cllr 
Mark Dowd said: “This year we 
wanted to plan something special 
to celebrate a milestone in the 
history of the tunnel. 

“Seventy-five years on, it is still 
an amazing feat of engineering 
and we have brought some of that 
history back to life.”

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Liam’s family 
say thank you 


THE family of inspir¬ 
ational cancer fund¬ 
raiser Liam Fairhurst 
have spoken for the first 
time since the death of 
their beloved son. 

Almost four weeks to the 
day that the courageous 14- 
year-old passed away Liam’s 
father, Mark, admits it “still 
does not seem real”. 

Liam died peacefully at his 
home in Soham, with his 
family at his bedside, on 
Tuesday, June 30. 

He leaves his mum, Sarah, 
42, dad, Mark, 47, and his 12- 
year-old brother Callum. 

But it is not just family and 
friends still coming to terms 
with the teenager’s death after 
a four-year battle with cancer. 

Mark said: “The amount of 
support we have received has 
been unbelievable. 

“We must have had at least 
300 cards and nearly as many 
emails from people offering 
us their sympathy and saying 
how wonderful Liam was. 

“We want to say thank-you 
to absolutely everyone who

has been there for us. 

“We are so grateful to all 
those who have somehow 
made losing Liam that little 
bit easier. 

“I do not think Liam 
realised how many thousands 
of people’s lives he touched as 
he never let it all go to his 
head.” 

About 200 people flocked to 
the heroic teen’s funeral at the 
Church of Our Lady and St 
Etheldreda, in Newmarket, to 
say their final goodbyes. 

Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown paid tribute to Liam, 
who he described as “a 
courageous young man”. 

Mark said: “We are doing 
very well but we still have our 
hard days. 

“We have been away on 
holiday for 10 days which 
helped us all relax. But at the 
end of the day, it still does not 
seem real. Losing your son is 
painful.” 

Liam, a Soham Village 
College pupil, touched the 


nation after raising more than 
£320,000 for children’s cancer 
charity CLIC Sargent while 
battling tumours in his leg 
and lung. 

His bravery earned him 
meetings with Prince William 
and the accolade of Child of 
Courage at the Pride of Britain 
Awards. 

And his fundraising legacy 
will live on. On Sunday, Liam’s 
family and friends donned 
bright colours for a three-mile 
sponsored fun run in memory 
of the heroic teen, raising 
almost £1,000 for the charity. 

Mark said: “There are so 
many people doing so many 
things to help CLIC Sargent 
that there is no doubt his 
legacy will live on. 

“But they need more nurses 
and funds to help support 
even more children who went 
through what Liam did. And it 
was those other children that 
Liam wanted to help through¬ 
out his illness.”

Cheveley 

Cheveley Parish Council: The 

council met in the community 
room at Cheveley Primary 
School. 

At the public open forum prior 
to the meeting Jenny Page, of 
Beacon Planning, and Chris 
Jones, of Barber Casanovas 
and Ruffles, gave a 
presentation on behalf of the 
owner of land between 177 
and 191 High Street, 

Cheveley, for which there was 
already planning permission 
for five houses. 

They detailed the current 
ideas for development of the 
site and answered questions 
raised by members of the 
public and councillors. Other 
members of the public 
present voiced concerns 
regarding the planning 
application for the erection of 
three dwellings and garages 
and the demolition of the 
existing residence at 5 Ashley 
Road, Cheveley. 

At the council meeting 
matters arising from previous 
minutes were discussed. The 
clerk reported that David 
Wilson Homes had not yet 
approved or rejected the 
council's offer to install a dog 
waste bin in the Duchess Park 
development although they 
had indicated that they were 
not happy with the positions 
proposed. Should a 
favourable response not be 
received, the remaining bin 
will be re-allocated to Oak 
Lane, Cheveley. 

It was noted that 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council highways department 
had inspected the exit from 
Holland Park and were 
satisfied that as much 
visibility as possible, 
considering the curvature of 
the road and the positioning 
of the boundary line, was 
being achieved. 

Councillors were delighted to 
welcome Ian Baker to the 


meeting and he was formally 
co-opted onto the parish 
council to represent the North 
Ward. 

It was reported that letters of 
objection had been received 
from six residents to the 
proposed development at 5 
Ashley Road. It was 
unanimously resolved that the 
parish council would object 
very strongly to this 
application on the grounds 
that it would be “back land” 
development and that the 
access to it would be unsafe. 

The cemetery footpath and 
natural water storage works 
had been completed with only 
the mains water connection 
by Anglian Water still 
outstanding. 

Applications from the 
residents of two properties 
neighbouring the open field 
area of the cemetery were 
considered and it was agreed 
that permission for the gate 
into the cemetery from one 
property and the gate and 
step from the other to remain 
would be granted on a 
renewable annual basis. 

The parish council would 
encourage the setting up of a 
Friends of the Cemetery group 
and those residents who had 
expressed an interest in being 
part of it at the annual 
meeting would be approached 
to see if one of them would 
lead the group. 

It was resolved that the 
Broomstick Corner, Cheveley, 
and Ashley Road, Newmarket, 
sections of the B1063, would 
be the areas submitted to the 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council Jointly Funded Minor 
Highways Improvements 
2010/2011 bidding round for 
consideration. 

The next meeting will be held 
on Tuesday, September 8, in 
the community room at 
Cheveley Village School at 
7.30pm. There is no meeting 
in August. 
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Police ‘Ignoring

Residents say they raised the 
issue at a recent neighbourhood 
panel meeting, and have been 
contacting police whenever 
needles have been found. 

But to their horror, the priorities 
set as a result of the last meeting 
do not feature any issues on the 
estate, including drugs or hypo¬ 
dermic needles.

A mother-of-four, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I am dis¬ 
gusted. 

“I do not think they care about 
our children’s safety and the fact 
they are playing among all of this. 

“The place is getting drugs- 
ridden and the police should be 
out there raiding homes to find the 
culprits.” 

The priorities set by the Soham 
and East policing team for the next 
three months include anti-social 
behaviour and criminal damage in 


Soham town centre, Fountain Lane 
and the recreation ground. 

Another mum, who also did not 
wish to be named, said: “I am 
worried about what the future 
holds here. If the police aren’t 
willing to deal with drugs, things 
can only get worse.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “We 
have had no formal reports of drug 
problems in the area, however it 
was raised as an issue at a recent 
panel meeting. 

“All issues raised will be 
investigated, but the team and 
patrols in the area have increased.”

Tributes paid to former fire chief 


A FORMER chief fire officer 
for Cambridgeshire has died 
at his home at the age of 96. 

Cecil Carey, pictured, who 
lived in Girton, was the 
county’s top firefighter for 
four years until his 
retirement in 1974. 

He was also the deputy 
chief officer for 
Cambridgeshire and Ely for 
a decade during his glittering 
37-year career. 

Born in the Cotswolds, Mr 


Carey turned to full-time 
firefighting during the 
Second World War. He saw 
action during the blitzes of 
Bristol, Portsmouth and 
Southampton, and was 
awarded the British Empire 
Medal for rescuing a man 
from a burning fuel tanker. 

He moved to Cambridge in 
1959 as deputy chief officer. 

His daughter, Sue 
Whitfield, said: “He was a 
very hands-on firefighter. He 


was very committed to the 
men, their safety and every 
aspect of their welfare.” 

The current chief fire 
officer, Graham Stagg, said: 
“He was a very well 
respected chief fire officer 
and a popular man.” 

Mr Carey, whose wife 
Joan died in 2005, is 
survived by his two children, 
Sue and Michael, five grand¬ 
children and 15 great¬ 
grandchildren.

machines. And she’d just 
been diagnosed with a 
deadly blood clot. 

“I was just like: ‘Oh my 
god! Oh my GOD!”’ says 
Robyne. “I remember 
crying and saying: ‘But 
I’m fine, honestly. There’s 
nothing wrong with me.’ 
They told me I had a 
pulmonary embolism 
and I didn’t even know 


what that was. 

“I was taken into 
intensive care and it was 
so frightening. I had heart 
monitors on and 
everything and they kept 
beeping - it was like 
being in an episode of 
Casualty or something. 

“The doctor kept telling 
me that I was very, very 
poorly, but it didn’t sink 
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In the pink: life isn’t back to normal, yet, for Robyne, but her wedding to Carl gave her a

in. In fact, it didn’t sink in 
for a long, long time.” 

To meet Robyne now- 
a bright and bubbly 
newlywed, who’s 
planning to train as a 
nurse - it’s scary to think 
she was once so ill. But, as 
the Impington girl 
explains, while she may 
seem happy and healthy 
on the surface, 
underneath she is still in 
turmoil. 

“Even now, a year and a 
half later, it is always on 
my mind,” admits 
Robyne. “I must have 
phoned the doctor a 
million times, afraid I had 
another clot. 

“I think about it every 
minute of every day, to be 
honest, and that’s not a 
nice way to live your life. 

“I still have some 
symptoms: my heart rate 
races and I struggle with 
certain things, like 
climbing a flight of stairs. 

I was warned that it 
would take a long time to 
recover, but I didn’t really 
believe it. 

“I didn’t decide to tell 
my story because I want 
people to feel sorry for 
me, to read it and think: 
‘That’s really sad.’ I 
decided to tell it because I 
want to raise awareness 


of blood clots and the 
impact they can have: I 
didn’t even know what a 
pulmonary embolism 
was - and it’s turned my 
entire life upside-down.” 

Robyne started to feel 
unwell in the January of 
2008. At the time, she was 
in her final year of teacher 
training at the University 
of East Anglia, Norwich. 

“There was this little 
hill, hardly a hill at all, 
really, which we had to 
walk up at uni,” she 
explains. “Whenever we 
walked up it, I got so 
short of breath I couldn’t 
talk to my friends; over 
time, that got worse and 
worse and worse. I didn’t 
think much of it, other 
than thinking I was 
seriously unfit.” 

By the February, 

Robyne was struggling to 
cope with the pressures of 
her course. Despite 
having dreamed of 
becoming a teacher all 
her life, she decided to 
quit-with just six 
months until graduation. 
“This sounds weird, but it 
was like I knew, deep 
down, something was 
wrong,” explains Robyne. 
“I came home one day 
really upset, saying I just 
couldn’t do it any more.” 


Robyne then started 
job-hunting. And, still 
convinced she was 
seriously unfit, she took 
up trampolining with a 
friend. 

“We’d been a couple of 
times and I was really 
enjoying it,” says Robyne. 
“Then, this one night in 
March, I only jumped up 
and down a couple of 
times and I felt like I 
couldn’t breathe. 

“Normally I laugh 
things off, rather than 
telling people how I 
actually feel. But I 
thought I was going to 
faint; I said I had to stop, 
had to get off 

Sitting on the floor, 
Robyne remembers her 
eyesight being blurry and 
feeling as if she was about 
to black out. Yet, after a 
few minutes’ rest, she 
recovered - and got back 
on the trampoline. 

When she got home 
that night, Robyne 
confided in her then 
fiance, Carl, now her 
husband. “I said to Carl: 
‘What’s wrong with me? 
Why won’t my body allow 
me to do anything?’ 

“On the Friday, I got out 
of bed, walked down the 
stairs and literally 


couldn’t breathe. It felt 
like I had a mountain of 
bricks on my chest. Or as 
if someone was holding a 
plastic bag over my 
mouth and I was trying to 
breathe through it. 

“I actually wasn’t 
scared. People are 
amazed when I say that, 
but I didn’t think it was 
anything particularly 
serious. I must be so 
thick! 

“I spent the day lying 
on the sofa feeling a bit 
sorry for myself, but I 
thought it was an 
infection or something - 
something that would 
just clear up.” 

By the Saturday, 
Robyne’s symptoms 
hadn’t improved. In fact, 
they had got far worse: 
she couldn’t even move 
her arm without her heart 
racing. 

Her mum, dad and Carl 
all said Robyne should 
see a doctor. But, not 
wanting to make a fuss, 
she said an early night 
was all she needed. Next 
morning, her symptoms 
had again got worse - and 
her mum insisted she call 
Camdoc, the out-of- 
hours service. 

Advised to come down 
to the clinic, Robyne was

then assessed by a duty 
doctor. Suspecting a 
pulmonary embolism - a 
potentially fatal blood clot 
in the lungs, lodged in an 
artery - the doctor called 
an ambulance. 

“I thought I’d be going 
home with some 
antibiotics and instead I 
was being taken to 
Addenbrooke’s,” 
remembers Robyne, with 
a shudder. “I was in shock; 
it was all a blur.” 

Given “millions of tests” 
in A and E, Robyne’s 
embolism was confirmed. 
In fact, scans showed 
multiple blood clots in her 
lungs - numerous small 
clots and one huge one, 
lodged in her pulmonary 
artery. 

Affecting the blood flow 
to her heart, that big clot 
could have killed Robyne. 
But, at the time, she didn’t 
believe she was so terribly 
ill. “They put me on 
oxygen which made me 
feel better straight away,” 
she explains. “And, as long 
as I wasn’t moving, I felt 
fine.” 

Moved to intensive 
care, Robyne admits it 
was touch and go for a 
while. Doctors prescribed 
total bed rest (she wasn’t 
even allowed to walk to 
the toilet) and two anti¬ 
clotting drugs. 

The medics couldn’t, 
adds Robyne, explain why 
she had developed the 
clots in the first place. She 
was not in a high-risk 
category - being young, 
otherwise fit and healthy 
and having no genetic 
predisposition. But 
doctors did suggest one 
possible cause: the 
contraceptive pill. 

“I went on it when I was 
17, when Carl and I got 
together,” explains 
Robyne. “Just like most 
girls my age, I didn’t think 
much about it. I’d been 
taking it for six years. The 
fact it could have caused 
all this is really, really 
scary.” 

After seven days in 
hospital, Robyne was 
allowed to go home - just 
in time for her 23rd 
birthday. Scans proved 
the small clots had 
dispersed, and the large 


clot had diminished. But 
doctors warned Robyne 
her body, in particular her 
heart, had been put under 
enormous strain and it 
would take a long time for 
her to recover. 

Determined to get back 
to normal, Robyne threw 
herself into planning her 
wedding to Carl: after a 
four-year engagement, 
they had booked their 
wedding for Valentine’s 
Day this year. 

“There was no way I 
was going to cancel it,” 
she adds. “After all that 
negativity, I needed 
something positive to 
work towards. And I’d 
always wanted to get 
married on Valentine’s 
Day - because I love 
hearts and everything 
pink and sparkly! It was a 
very pink and sparkly 
day.” 

The wedding was, 
continues Robyne, a real 
high point. But she says 
there have also been 
plenty of lows over the last 
year and a half. 

“I’ve been impossible to 
live with,” she says. “I 
couldn’t have coped 
without the support from 
my friends, family and my 
doctor, who’s been 
amazing. 

“I think I’ll always be 
worried about the clots 
coming back. And I beat 
myself up because I’m still 
not back to normal - 
physically or emotionally.” 


Robyne is still taking 
anti-clotting medication 
and expects to be on it for 
the rest of her life. Her 
heart has been left 
enlarged; doctors are 
currently investigating. 
And she is still unable to 
work or study, suffering 
with both breathlessness 
and a racing pulse. 

Robyne says people 
sometimes stare at her 
when she struggles to 
climb a flight of stairs in a 
shop or a pub. She says 
others, even friends, cross 
the road to avoid talking 
to her, afraid, she 
suspects, of saying the 
wrong thing. 

Robyne would also like 
to have a family - but 
knows pregnancy 
increases the risk of blood 
clots. 

“Life isn’t back to 
normal,” admits Robyne. 
“But, in a weird way, I 
don’t regret this 
experience. It’s made me 
appreciate life a lot more. 
It’s made me realise that 
Carl must really, really 
love me, to have 
supported me through all 
this. And it’s inspired me 
to train as a nurse - I’m 
hoping to start next year. 

“I know, from my own 
experience, that life can 
be tough. But I would 
advise everyone to take 
each day as it comes, try 
to stay positive and keep 
on smiling. You have to 
smile, don’t you?” 


Stop the clot 


ROBYNE supports 
Lifeblood: The Thrombosis 
Charity-and even runs a 
youth support service to 
help her fellow blood clot 
victims cope. 

The charity is working to 
raise awareness of both 
deep vein thrombosis (a 
blood clot in a vein) and 
pulmonary embolism (a 
clot which lodges in an 
artery in the lungs). A 
thrombosis can lead to an 
embolism and one in 10 
people who develop a 
pulmonary embolism will 
die if it is left untreated. 

Robyne is keen to warn 


people of the symptoms of 
both deep vein thrombosis 
(DVT) and embolisms. 

The most common 
symptoms of DVT are pain, 
tenderness and swelling in 
the leg, usually the calf. 
The main symptoms of 
pulmonary embolism are 
shortness of breath and 
chest pain. 

“If you get any of these 
symptoms, don’t do what I 
did and wait,” urges 
Robyne. “Call the doctor 
straight away.”

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Concern over trainees 
manning ambulances

STUDENT paramedics yet to 
complete their training have 
been drafted in to crew 
ambulances on emergency 
calls, with staff claiming the 
“unforgivable” move puts the 
public at risk. 

Students who have completed their 
driving training - but not their clinical 
training - staffed ambulances in 
Cambridgeshire and Suffolk during 
shifts on Friday and Saturday, July 17 
and 18. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS) said seven students 
were involved, each working 
alongside an experienced member of 
staff as part of a two-person crew. 

The trust said it was the first time it 
had used student paramedics in such 
away. 

An EEAS operations manager, who 
asked not to be named, said the move 
was driven by a need to meet 
“ridiculous” Government-set targets 
on response times. 

Another individual with knowledge 
of the situation said: “The potential 
implications for safety and patient 
care are obvious.” 

The operations manager said the 



students covered the St Neots, 
Huntingdon, Newmarket and Ipswich 
areas. 

Now, trade union Unison is calling 
for an external inquiry. 

John Toomey, regional organiser, 
said: “It is potentially very dangerous, 
not simply to patients, but for the 
students and the paramedics working 
with them. 

“The reason we believe it is 
dangerous is that people have to deal 
with things like road traffic collisions 
where there are multiple casualities.” 

He added: “Another problem would 


be if somebody’s at a ‘multiple’ like 
that and they provide care for a 
patient and something goes wrong - 
then that student will be responsible 
to the point where they may not be 
allowed to register as a paramedic in 
the future.” 

The EEAS said members of the 
public had not been at risk and that 
the students had volunteered. 

Neil Storey, EEAS assistant director 
of operations, said: “We are totally 
satisfied that our decision to employ 
these students on frontline ambu¬ 
lance duties alongside experienced 
members of staff was completely safe. 

“In fact, by using them, we were 
able to send out more resources to 
meet the demands of the public.” 

On the reasons why the students 
were used, an EEAS spokeswoman 
said: “Resource levels were in res¬ 
ponse to the current demands on the 
service.” 

Asked if the EEAS will use students 
again, the spokeswoman said the trust 
would be “maximising the use of the 
resources available to us”. 

The operations manager said the 
students were five weeks through their 
13-week training course. 

But the EEAS said the students had 
completed nine weeks of the course, 
and “were not asked to do anything 
outside the scope of their training so 
far”.

Addenbrooke s Hospital staff 
to issue on-the-spot fines 


SECURITY guards at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
have been handed police 
powers to impose on-the- 
spot fines for offences 
such as disorder. 

Staff will be able to 
impose £80 fixed-penalty 
fines for anti-social 
behaviour and other 
minor offences. 

Eight staff who have 
undergone police training 
are taking part in a 12- 
month pilot scheme to 
boost security. 

The scheme has been 
approved by Cambridge¬ 
shire’s Chief Constable, 
Julie Spence. 


Critics say the move 
will create a “private 
police force”. 

The powers were 
given under the Com¬ 
munity Safety Accredit¬ 
ation Scheme (CSAS), 
and staff will be allowed 
to hand out fines for dis¬ 
order, dog fouling, 
graffiti, fly-posting and 
littering. 

They also have powers 
to tackle begging and 
demand the name and 
address of “suspects”. 

Members of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police Auth¬ 
ority had expressed con¬ 
cerns about the scheme 


“on the grounds that no 
local democratic or pub¬ 
lic debate has occurred”. 

Peter Lester, the NHS 
Trust security adviser for 
Addenbrooke’s, said 28 
staff were responsible for 
security at the hospital. 

Staff given the powers 
would wear a badge in 
red, white and black 
positioned on the chest 
area. 

They also have high- 
visibility uniforms. 

The scheme was 
officially launched by 
Supt Mike Brown, from 
Cambridgeshire police.

Go wild with floral 
art in the meadow 


A cclaimed garden 
l\ designer Ivan Hicks 
1 \knows a bit about 
wild flowers. In fact, he has 
planted the largest 
international wildflower 
meadow in the UK at 
Butterfly World, just off the 
M25 near St Albans, 
Hertfordshire. 

It’s an ongoing project due for 
completion in 2012, and phase 
one has just opened. 

Hicks planted 20 acres with 65 
different species, and the 
magnificent result has just opened 
to the public. 

A few years ago designers went 
through a wild phase when we saw 
an abundance of grasses and other 
meadow plantings in the main 
horticultural shows, but in recent 
years there has been a return to 
more formal planting. 

Hicks, whose personal 
favourites are cornflowers and 
knapweed, wants to buck the 
trend. He says that even if you 
have the tiniest urban garden, you 
can create a wildflower area which 
will attract butterflies, bees and a 
host of other beneficial insects. 

Your meadow planting doesn’t 
have to look like an overgrown 
field - there are many colourful 
wild flowers which can be grown 
from seed in pots, and seed 
companies now provide a huge 
range of wildflower selections. 

“You can do wildflower planting 
in just a seed tray, the technique is 
the same as it is on a bigger scale,” 
Hicks says. 

“In a small garden plot you can 
create a mini-meadow. Like you

would if you were sowing lawn 
seed, you rake the ground and 
level it off. Wildflower seed prefers 
low-nutrient soils, so the poorer 
the soil the better. 

“If you have a very rich soil it 
would be full of weed seeds, and 
the coarser weeds grow faster. The 
smaller weeds which butterflies 
like, such as thymes and poppies 
and knapweed, will have difficulty 
competing.” 

Rid the area of weeds before 
sowing and then just sprinkle a 
packet of wildflower seeds on to 
your patch. 

Not everyone will have a dry, 
sunny area to grow nectar-rich 
flowers, but you can buy packets 
of wildflower seeds for shady areas 
as well as annual mixes. 

“This year at Butterfly World, 
we’ve sown the whole site with 
cornfield annuals - corn 
marigolds, cornflowers, poppies, 
corn chamomile. Really 
interesting mixtures are available 
now which are called international 
cornfield annuals, which include 
Californian poppies and other 
plants which will give a fantastic 
display of colour,” says Hicks. 

“All these flowers are generally 
nectar-rich, attracting insects and 


wildlife of all sorts.” 

You will attract more wildlife if 
you are less tidy, he notes. 

“I’ve got a small patch of garden 
which used to be mown grass, and 
I’ve just let the grass grow and it’s 
looking gorgeous. It’s a beautiful 
golden colour and has some 
wildflowers popping up in it. 

“If you are less tidy you’ll have 
more insects buzzing around, and 
if you get insects you’ll get 
everything else because they are 
the bottom of the food chain. Birds 
and vertebrates will visit, and if you 
leave dead logs or a pile of leaves in 
the corner, creatures will live 
there.” 

Meadow planting isn’t high 
maintenance, Hicks insists. 

“To manage your meadow 
planting, that may mean cutting it 
once or twice a year and raking 
everything off. On small areas, if 
you have weeds you don’t like, dig 
them out. You can buy wildflowers 
in plugs or small pots, which you 
plant in your grass and let them 
go.” 

It is possible to colour co¬ 
ordinate with wildflower plantings, 
he says. 

“You could design it with two 
colours or a colour theme that 
relates to your house or a theme 
that you are interested in. Your 
garden is a space which can be 
used as a piece of theatre or art.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Hebe 

These summer-flowering 
evergreen shrubs with fluffy bottle¬ 
brush flowers are a favourite with 
many gardeners because they are 
low-maintenance and tend to keep 
their shape. 

Hebes come in many sizes, but 
the most popular include H 
‘autumn Glory’, which grows up to 
90 centimetres and bears purple- 
blue flowers from June to 
November. 

The larger types are more showy, 
with narrow leaves and long spikes 
of flowers including H ‘Great 
Orme’, which grows to 1.2 metres 
and produces long pink flowers 
from July to October. 

Hebes like well-drained soil 
which isn’t too fertile, in sun. Be 
warned that some aren’t that 
hardy. 

THREE WAYS TO- 
Perk up your pond 

1. Remove faded flower heads 
from marginals to prevent seed 
production and unwanted 
seedlings. 

2. Top up your pond in hot 
weather as a lot of moisture is lost 
through evaporation. 

3. Green water in ponds can look 
unappealing and is possibly 
caused by nutrients running into 
the water from the surrounding 
garden. Make sure you have 
enough surface floating plants to 
provide shade, remove dead leaves 
because their decay releases 
nutrients into the water and, if 
your pond is small, install a filter to 
keep the water clean.

Windswept and interesting 



WITHOUT a shadow of 
a d oubt, the new Mini 
Convertible is stylish 
and cool - and that is 
exactly the look I too 
wanted to portray when 
I became the proud 
owner of one (even if it 
was just for one week), 
writes Louise Martin. 

With lashings of lip gloss, 
perfectly groomed hair and 
my favourite oversized 
sunglasses, I sped off into the 
winding Cambridgeshire 
roads with the top down 
eager to see what the new 
convertible has to offer. 

Moments later I was 
looking more “scruffy” than 
“stylish” as I desperately tried 
to remove strands of unruly 
hair which had stuck to my 
lips like glue. Thank goodness 
I had those sunglasses! 

I spent the rest of the week 
sporting a bun so tight it 
would challenge any baller¬ 


ina’s signature hair-do. 

The new Mini Convertible 
is a completely new edition of 
the original British-built 
version available in Cooper 
(£15,995), Cooper S (£18,995) 
and lohn Cooper Works 
(£23,470) guises. The launch 
coincides with the 50th 
anniversary of the first Mini, 
making its presence that little 
bit more special. 

Now available in a choice 
of 12 colours (the original 
convertible came in 10) my 
Cooper was a classy ‘pepper 
white’ with ‘leather lounge 
hot chocolate upholstery’. It 
looked as good as it sounded. 

The Cooper Convertible 
bears a 1.6-litre, 4 cylinder, 
16-valve engine which will get 
you from 0-60 in a res¬ 
pectable 9.2 seconds and has 
a top speed of 123mph. The 
‘go-kart’ style chassis is quick 
to respond to signals from the 
two-spoke leather steering 
wheel and the six-speed 
gearbox gives short, accurate 


changes making for an 
entertaining drive. 

On the motorway the 
Cooper has the power you 
need to cruise comfortably 
and in town its quick res¬ 
ponse makes negotiating car 
parks, cyclists and traffic 
hassle free. 

At first glance the visual 
improvements on the con¬ 
vertible aren’t obvious but on 


closer inspection it is clear 
the design has had a facelift. 

Firstly the car is 2.5 inches 
longer and the boot space, 
although still small, has been 
increased by five litres. The 
low roofline, wheels in each 
corner and short overhangs 
at both the front and rear give 
it a sporty look. 

At the touch of a button the 
canvas roof will open or close 


in 15 seconds, a function 
which will operate at up to 
20mph. With the wind deflec¬ 
tor (an optional extra priced 
£180) high-speed driving is 
fairly buffet free. As an alter¬ 
native to the complete top- 
down experience, the electric 
roof can also be retracted by 
about 40cm to create the 
effect of a sun roof. 

Another quirky extra is the 
“openometer” which records 
how many hours of top-down 
driving you clock up. 

My Cooper was fitted with 
the sports seat optional extra 
for both driver and passenger, 
which will set you back an 
extra £210, but it is definitely 
worth it. Firm yet comfy, they 
provide the perfect support 
on bumpy roads and make a 
long journey seem short. 

The Mini Convertible is 
proof that things do improve 
with age and with models like 
this to its name, it’s clear to 
see why Mini continues to 
lead in the supermini market.

Honda Accord tops 
the Which? chart 


THE UK’s most reliable car is 
the Honda Accord, which has 
scored an outstanding 98.5 
per cent in the 2009 Which? 
Car survey. 

In the UK’s biggest car 
reliability report, owners gave the 
lowdown on more than 84,000 
vehicles and reported on 
breakdowns, faults and niggles to 
show which cars provide trouble- 
free driving and which are more 
likely to be stranded on the hard 
shoulder. 

lapanese cars fared particularly 
well with seven cars in the new- 
car top 10. 

The Honda Accord topped the 
table and another Honda, the Jazz 
(98.2 per cent), was found to be 
an ultra-dependable supermini. 
The Daihatsu Sirion, another 
sterling supermini, came third. 

The Hyundai i30 in fourth place 
with 97 per cent showed that 
Korean cars are now a force to be 
reckoned with and Britain’s new 
bestseller, the Ford Fiesta, came a 
creditable fifth with 96 per cent. 

Despite German cars’ 
reputation for solidity, the Audi 
A5 was the least dependable new 


car surveyed, with a surprisingly 
low 76 per cent. This stylish 
coupe may have the looks but 
owners reported significant 
problems with its electrics. 

Second from bottom of the 
table was the Ford Galaxy with 76 
per cent, and the much- 
acclaimed Jaguar XF did little 
better with 78 per cent. This is 
bad news for Jaguar as the XF 
fares even worse than the S-type 
(81 per cent) which it has 
replaced. 

Electrical systems, which are 
generally designed to make cars 
more efficient, reliable and 
comfortable, are one of the 
biggest problem areas identified 
in the survey. 

Richard Headland, editor of 
Which? Car, says: “Owning a 
reliable car can make the 
difference between getting your 
summer holiday off to a flying 
start and sitting on the hard 
shoulder of the M6. You can’t do 
better than the Honda Accord, 
which is one of the most reliable 
cars we’ve ever surveyed. 

“Japanese cars in the main

PAT McAleese lived up to his 
new ‘Marvellous’ nickname, 
maintaining his unbeaten 
record with a stoppage win over 
Mid-Anglian rival Louis Byrne. 

The Newmarket light- 
middleweight picked up his 
seventh straight victory after the 
referee stepped in to call off the 
fight at Redhill’s Liquid & Envy 
nightclub in the fourth round. 

McAleese, 23, had beaten his 
Cambridge opponent on points 
in the amateur ranks two years 
ago and he again had the 
measure of Byrne, 24, who had 


won just once in eight bouts 
since turning professional 
following his unpaid clash with 
McAleese (above). 

He took his time getting into 
the contest, but was in control 
throughout the first two rounds 
despite being caught by a 
couple of stray shots from 
Byrne. 

The Newmarket man went up 
a gear in the third session and 
began to mark Byrne with a 
string of arrow-like jabs. But 
McAleese killed off Byrne’s 
hopes of staying in the 


scheduled six-rounder after 
hammering his nose with a 
sickening straight shot early in 
the fourth round. 

From there, he continued to 
land a volley of heavy 
unanswered blows before the 
referee waved the fight off, 
Byrne spitting out his 
gumshield and kicking it away 
in disgust at the decision. 

McAleese said: “I found it 
hard getting up for the fight but 
other than letting my defence 
get a bit sloppy a couple of 
times, everything went to plan.” 


Goldie reveals Berlin fear 


GOLDIE Sayers has revealed how she 
came within moments of bringing the 
curtain down on her 2009 season. 

The 27-year-old Newmarket-born 
javelin star feared the worst after she 
was diagnosed with a partial stress 
fracture to her back at the end of May 
yet made a shock return to win the 
World Trials and UK Championships in 
Birmingham earlier this month. 

And she admitted she nearly gave up 
hope of being fit enough for next 
month’s World Championships in Berlin 
hours before travelling to south London 
for the Aviva London Grand Prix on 
Saturday. 

“I was in all sorts of trouble with my 
back last week and I was on the verge of 
calling it quits for the season,” said 
Sayers. “But I am glad I was persuaded 
out of that decision now.” 

The Belgrave Harrier kept improving 
at Crystal Palace where she threw a 
season’s best distance of 59.82m on the 
way to second place, although she was 


well behind Germany's Steffi Nerius, 
who won with a throw of 64.64m. 

“I am pretty happy with how it went at 
Crystal Palace,” she said. 

“Normally, I wouldn’t have been 
happy with the distance I threw but 
taking into account where I am, it was 
good.” 

Sayers competed off a full run-up at 
Crystal Palace for the first time since 
being diagnosed with her back injury, 
but she was still quickly whisked away 
for treatment. 

“I believe I can improve a great deal 
between now and Berlin,” said Sayers, 
who threw a personal best of 65.75m to 
finish fourth at the Olympics last 
summer. 

“I haven’t got a definitive aim yet for 
the World Championships, but most of 
my throws at Crystal Palace would have 
probably got me through to the final.” 

Sayers' place in the Great Britain side 
for the World Championships was 
rubber-stamped on Tuesday.

I don’t 
enjoy going racing just 
for the sake of riding in 
races so people can see 
my name in the paper. 
“The big stage is what 
makes me tick.”

Conduit primed for 
Breeders’ defence 



CONDUIT will head back to California in 
November for a defence of his Breeders’ 
Cup Turf crown and may take in the Arc 
after leading home a Sir Michael 
Stoute-trained 1-2-3 in the King George VI 
And Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

Last year’s Santa Anita winner was plunged 
on after Ryan Moore confirmed he had taken 
the ride, and they started 13-8 favourites over 
the fellow Ballymacoll Stud-owned Tartan 
Bearer. 

The pair stalked the field and when last 
year’s Derby runner-up Tartan Bearer poked 
his nose in front near the furlong pole, Moore 
made his move. 

In a tight finish, where Mick Kinane had to 
snatch up Tartan Bearer as the winner swung 
towards the rail, Conduit flashed past the post 
nearly two lengths clear to become the first St 
Leger winner since Alcide in 1959 to land the 
King George, and provide Stoute with his 
fourth win in the race. 

The moment will surely rank as one of 
Stoute’s finest training achievements, with Ask 
finishing on the coat tails of the leaders, a head 
down in third. 

He said: “I’ve always loved this race. It’s a 
wonderful race and is very important in the 
calendar. This hasn’t quite sunk in yet. 

“We’ve been very lucky. We’ve been 1-2 in 
the Guineas, 1-2 in the Breeders’ Cup and also 
1-2 in the Juddmonte International. 

“We were hoping one of them would win. 
It’s a great thrill to see them perform to such a 
high standard.” 

Stoute returned to Newmarket to “think 
quietly” about future plans, but according to 
BallymacoH’s leading light Peter Reynolds, the 
Qatar Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe is likely to 
feature high on the agenda. 

Conduit was Ballymacoll’s fourth victory in 
the race following on from Troy, Ela-Mana- 
Mou and Golan - and he also brought up a 
significant milestone for the Irish-based 


operation. Reynolds said: “That is our 50th 
Group One winner, and Michael’s 10th 
individual and 20th overall Group One for 
Ballymacoll, which isn’t bad. 

“It is great to keep the firm up there. We are 
competing against some heavy hitters in 
Sheikh Mohammed and John Magnier’s team 
and it is nice to have something to take them 
on with. 

“We will discuss things with Sir Michael but 
the Arc is the one race we want to crack. 
Obviously, the Breeders’ Cup will have to be 


on the agenda as he did it for us last year.” 
Stoute was not the only Newmarket trainer to 
travel back in a good mood. Clive Brittain was 
dancing in the paddock after Nideeb landed 
the Huggies Winkfield Stakes and 40-1 shot A1 
Muheer produced a smash and grab raid in the 
£150,000 Abu Dhabi International Stakes after 
holding the race up for a considerable time as 
he had to be reshod. 

“There are many days when you cry. I never 
cry when I lose but I enjoy myself when I 
win,” said the veteran trainer. 


Jockeys on 
their travels 
for opener 

NEWMARKET Town’s reward 
for returning to the Ridgeons 
League, Premier Division 
after a season in Division 
One is a trip to the coast.
